Blood Lust 


Through all this thudding of | 


gloves on jaw, and the booming 
falls by the big fellow, the crowd 
was on its feet. Ladies and gen- 
tlemen, or at least persons dressed 
like them, stood with their faces 
red and distorted, leaping, shriek- 
ing and shouting, “Kill him, kill 
him,” until at last it was done, 
the fateful 10 counted and a new 
champion crowned. Not until 
then did the blood-lust subside. 

I found it difficult to watch both 
the ring and the crowd, but both 
spectacles were compelling. 

Still, this was a fight, and ver- 
haps man and lovely woman 
cannot help but become stirred 
when adrenal glands pump their 
stirring chemicals into the blood 
stream. . 

But that story out of Boston a 
week ago kept bumping around 
inside my skull and would not let 
me be. A young man, neurotic 
and caught in the web of his own 
sick imaginings, crawled out on 
the high ledge of a Boston hotel 
with his stated intent to jump. 

There he paused, afraid of the 
dizzy abyss below him. 

A crowd collected. 
preachers, priests, interested in- 
dividuals, hurried to nearby win- 
dows seeking to talk the young 
man out of his melancholy pre- 
dicament, as he waited there for 
the will to leap. 

Down in the. street a jeering, 
blood-lust crowd set up a chant. 
“Jumps Jump! Jump,” they 
urged, laughing and- waiting, 
hopefully. To be sure there 
were those who were outraged. 
Indignation was openly ex- 
pressed. But, still they chanted, 
“Jump! Jump! Jump!” There 
were men and women so urging 
in a spectacle which has not 
been equalled, I am sure, since 
the days when well-tarred 
Christians burned in baskets 
atop the poles along the Appian 
way and Roman crowds hurried 
to the coliseum to witness wild 
beasts tear and consume their 
victims. 


Killer 


This same thing cropped out in 
the easy fashion with which the 
MacArthur headquarters labeled 
an attack in Korea, “Operation 
Killer,” and in the glib manner 
‘ with which newsmen, copy desks 
and news-casters picked it up. 
For a few days, until protest 
halted it, the whole of our effort 
in Korea was being described by 
. the phrase, “Operation Killer.” 
The meaning of it was being lost. 

We have long been familiar 
with, and in a sense know how to 
cope with, the racial hates and 
prejudices which insist on judg- 
ing and classifying individuals 
by label, and not by deeds or 
worth. 

The danger is clear. There is 
‘Mot too much difference between 
-that ghastly chant of “Jump! 
Jump! Jump!,” directed to a con- 
. fused youth on a ledge of a Bos- 
ton hotel, and that of our peo- 


ple who say to a world, hesi- | 
tant on a windowledge of world | 


war, “Jump! Jump! Jump!,” or 
of those who say of the atomic 
bomb, “Use it now! Use it now! 
Use it now!” 

If we are to become one with 
the ruthless nations of the world, 
where man is one of an ant heap, 
driven and directed and likely 
at any time to be stamped be- 
neath the boots of terror and 
death, then let it. come only 
when we have spent ourselves in 
resistance. We cannot use these 
weapons of our enemies. We are 
saying that democracy has mean- 
ing for the individual and for 
humanity. If that be so we can- 


not shout for our nation to — 


“Jump! Jump! Jump!” into war 
until we have sought by every 
means to persuade the world 
back from the ledge. 

And we must look with some 
dismay and questioning on that 
ehant of “Jump” echoing up from 
the streets of Boston.

Last weekend, MacArthur de- 
nounced as false any suggestion 
that he had ever proposed a Com- 
munist-Nationalist coalition. 

3. Wedemeyer testified that he 
himself in July of 1945 was about 
to be appointed ambassador to 
China by President Truman but 
that Gen. Marshall, now the Sec- 
retary of Defense, had brought 
about a cancellation of the ap- 
pointment by the President be- 
cause the Chinese Communists 
were protesting. 

This was in a period when the 
policy was to try to bring the 
Communists and Nationalists to- 
gether and avoid civil war. 
Wedemeyer commented, how- 
ever, that at the time he had told 
Secretary of State Acheson, who 
gave him the news that he was 
not going out as ambassador, that 
the Communists should not be 
permitted to interfere in such mat- 
ters. Acheson was then Under- 
secretary of State. 

4. While critical of the relative 
smaliness of Allied contributions 
to the fighting in Korea, Wede- 
meyer rebuked a Republican ques- 
tioner, Sen. Hickenlooper, for 


which he described as the United 
States’ “finest ally.” 

5. He confirmed, as had been 
testified by Sec. Acheson, that he 
himself first suggested that State 
Department propaganda “mini- 
mize” the fall of Formosa, if it 
was going to fall. 

He disclaimed any responsibility 
whatever, however, for a 
Department memorandum on Dec. 
23. 1949, which suggested both 
that such a fall was imminent and 
that it would not greatly injure 
the United States.

When Marshall came out to

There is something radically wrong 
with an educational system which after 12 
years of instruction leaves a student ap- 
pallingly ignorant of the country he lives 
in, to say nothing of the world. 


Yet, a New York Times survey of 4,752 


students in 42 colleges over the country © 


revealed the shocking fact that less than 
half know even the approximate popula- 
tion of the United States. The answers to 
this question ran from a mere 1,000,000—or 
about twice as many as live in metropoli- 
tan Atlanta—to as many as 20,000,000,000. 


Only one out of four students—and, 
mind you, these are college students— 
knew even the approximate population of 
the world. The fantastic answers ranged 
from 100,000,000 to: above 200,000,000,000. 


And 98 per cent of those questioned 
had no idea of the population of Canada, 
our next-door neighbor and ally. 


' Only 18 of the 4,752 could list five larg- 
est cities in the country and give the 
approximate population of each. Almost 
every city from E] Paso, Texas, to Portland, 

_ Maine, was selected as the “largest.” Some 

thought New York had as many as 30,- 
000,000 people. Others came up with as 
few as 500,000. 


It was not only in the matter of popu- 
lation that the college students had vague 
ideas at best. Many do not know what the 
United States looks like. Only a few could 
name the states through which one would 
- pass on a direct trip from Minneapolis to 
Seattle. Some listed Georgia, Mississippi 
and other far-removed states. 


Only five per cent could name the states -

Only 70 students—1% per cent of the 
total—could name even four commodities 
imported to this country. There also was 
complete lack of information on the eco- 
nomic geography of the United States. 

Those are just a few of the answers 
which indicate that both world and United 


Staets geography is too much neglected in | 


our schools. 

That has been true in coven as in 
other states. But in our own state at least 
the trend is to re-emphasize the study of 
geography. | 

Certainly the need is there,.as The 
Times survey shows. Never was it more 
important that our citizens be acquainted 
with their own country as well as with 
the rest of the world. Geography and the 
economic resources of nations are in the 


headlines every day and they have a bear- 


ing on the destiny of us all. 

We learn from the State Department of 
Education that geography always has been 
taught in the elementary schools from the 
third through the seventh grades, but now 
an increasing number of high schools are 
taking up the subject. It is getting renewed 
emphasis in the teachers’ colleges. 

That is a good sign, indeed, but the pres- 
ent trend cannot undo the damage wrought 
by neglect in past years. 

Now that we are back on the right 
track, let’s not lose sight of the objective. 
Let us see that our schools impart a work- 
ing knowledge of the country and the world 
in which we live.

Moscow Must Decide Soon 


It is now reasonably certain the United 
Nations will deliver another cease-fire pro- 
posal to the Chinese Communists. 

There is no certainty whatever that it 
will be accepted. 

Indeed, the Chinese long ago announced 
their intention of driving UN forces off the 
peninsula. That objective has not been re- 
nounced to date. 

Yet, the beating the Chinese are tak- 
ing, and the obvious superiority of West- 
ern firepower and tactics, ought to be suf- 
ficient to demonstrate to Peiping the futil- 
ity of continuing the fight. 

Moscew, which must make the ultimate 
decision for the Chinese, at various times 
in recent weeks has been reported seeking 
a cease-fire. It is extremely hard to pin 
down these reports and it is equally diffi- 
‘cult to fathom the ptirposes Moscow may 
hope to achieve. They may be merely a 
smokescreen or they may have meaning. 

It is not necessary that General Mar- 
shall’s visit to Korea and Tokyo have 
direct connection with the impending peace 
moves. But it is likely, despite denials 
which he has forcefully and necessarily 
issued, that his visit is at least in part con- 
cerned with briefing and preparations. 


That .is true because it is becoming 
increasingly apparent that this may be the 
last UN offer. There have been two prior 
offers. This will be the third flight for the 
dove of peace. No blunder, such as Gen- 
eral MacArthur pulled just prior to Mr. 
Truman’s last contemplated cease-fire bid, 
can be allowed to develop this time. 


As Stewart Alsop points out on today’s 
opposite editorial page, General Bradley 
made it clear in his testimony on the Mac- 
Arthur ouster, that if the Chinese persist 
in turning a deaf ear the United States will 
be compelled to carry the war across the 
Yalu River boundary. 


That would mean all-out war. 


. 


What the Peiping regime and in a 
larger sense Moscow, face in the choice of 
accepting whatever cease-fire proposal may 
be forthcoming, or of risking another gen- 
eral war. It may be that the Kremlin 
already has considered that and has 
reached a decision. 


Mr. Alsop says the chances of a nego- 
tiated peace are about 50-50. That would 
seem a liberal estimate. Whatever hope 


' exists is barely visible.

Toll Road for Trucks? 


The Editors: I read one of your editorials 
some months ago illustrating that the public is 
now paying most of the cost of highways and 
road maintenance. 

It would be interesting to the public at large 
to know the number of accidents resulting from 
truck collisions. 

Trucks are the result of the evolution of 
transportation, with many advantages because of 
mobility. But, it is high time the public rise 
up in the’r wrath to protect their lives and their 
pocketbooks and put the large public transport 
trucks where they belong. 

The State of Georgia should give a company 
exclusive rights for 99 years to build through- 
highways to all major points in the state, which 
trucks of more than five tons’ capacity would be 
by law made to use. This should be a toll road 
to pay the cost of construction, depreciation, in- 
terest on investment.

Yalta and the: 


Turn in China 


WASHINGTON—Although the subject is only 
remotely connected with present events in China, 
it was natural to expect that the controversy 

over the Yalta agreements would come up for questioning before 
the Senate committee investigating Far Bastern policy and the 
dismissal of Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 

It is a subject on which critics of the former Roosevelt ad- 
ministration have harped for some time. Various charges have 
been made that the late President Roosevelt sold China down the 
river at the Yalta conference with Marshal Stalin back in 1945 
by entering into certain secret agreements for Russian concéssions 
in China in return for a Soviet commitment to join the war 
against Japan after the European end of the conflict had been 
cleaned up. 

In his testimony before the Senate committee, Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson was sharply questioned by some of the critics 
on the ‘score. Sen. H. Alexander Smith, Republican, New Jer- 
sey, repeated the charge that the Allied leaders at Yalta had weak- 
ened the hand of Chiang Kai-shek within China and had “sold 
him down the river,’ 


‘Secret Agreements’ Smith wanted to know what justi- 
fication there was for our having 
made secret agreements “that in effect legalized the theft of parts 
of China and interests in China from the Chinese without their 
knowing anything about it or without their being represented.” 
“If you had heard the full military story and the losses that 
this government was going to take,” Acheson shot back, referring 
to the impending invasion of Japan, “J think you would have 
thought differently, Senator *Smith.” He went on to say that, 
“looking at it in the light of what was known at that time, I 
doubt very much whether anyone in this (committee) room would 
have disagreed with it.” 

The story of Yalta, as related by Secretary Acheson, needs to 
be reviewed by people who still may be confused over the de- 
eIsions reached there. 

“At the time these agreements were entered into at Yalta,” 
he said, “we did not know whether we had an atomic bomb or 
not. ... It was the then military opinion, concurred in by every- 
one, that the reduction of Japan would have to be brought about 
by a large-scale landing on the islands of Japan...a very bloody 
and terrible baftle. \ 

“It was of the utmost importance that the Russians hould 
come into the war in the Far East, in time... so/that none of 
the 700,000 Japanese troops in Manchuria, and none, if possible, 
of the 1,235,000 Japanese troops in China, would come back to 
strengthen the troops on the main islands of Japan, but that they 


would be oceupied with the Russian efforts on the mainland.” 


P rice That was the purpose of the agreements, he explained. 

It was designed to save the lives of thousands of our 
men. The price we paid for this was to give Russia concessions 
based on some of its old claims in the*Orient, in return for which 
they agreed to enter the war on Japan three months after the end 
of hostilities in Europe. 

The Chinese themselves found no fault with the concessions, 
he declared, adding that Chiang 4ater approved what was done. » 
“They regarded the arrangements they had made with Russia 
on the basis of Yalta as very satisfactory.” They had felt the 
Russians would have demanded even more later on. 

Here is the story of Yalta in a nutshell. There has never 
been any mystery about it. At the time of the agreements our 
military men felt that it was highly essential to have the co- 
operation of Russia’ in the final blows to be struck at Japan. We 
could not anticipate the effects of the atom bomb, which was not 
then perfected. We were taking out insurance against the slaugh- 
ter of thousands of our forces which would have been involved 
in an invasion of the Japanese islands. 

As Secretary Acheson put the matter to the Senate committee, 
who would have disagreed with that policy at the time? What 
he said should go a long way in ending the harangue over Yalta. 
The liberties the Allied leaders took in the commitments arrived 
at there were in keeping with the exigencies of the time. They 
do not warrant the fuss that has been raised,

In this current administration we have had what is politely called a 


“break” between President Truman and his one-time Secretary of State, James F. Byrnes, which 


might be im the catalog of a “feud,” since a some- 
time quick-tempered Missourian and more subtle 
South Carolinian are involved. 

This may become important politically later 
if Jimmy Byrnes, now governor of South Caro- 
lina, should decide to use that strategic position 
to organize like-minded fellow Southerners 
against the President, or the Fair Dealism which, 
Mr. Byrnes deplores, in 1951. 


Another “coolness” that has developed 
between President Truman and an increas- 
ingly influential Democratic leader also may 
cast its shadow into 1951. The other party 
here referred 1 is Serf? Paul H. Douglas of 
Illinois, quite a substantial fellow who has 
achieved unusual prominence in Congress for 
a freshman member and is beginning to at- 
tract notice nationally, of which, being hu- 
man, he is conscious. 


All of this assumes political importance. If 
President Truman does not run again; he never- 
theless expects to have something to say about 
who does. If he does not run again, Senator, 
Douglas is expected to be among the contenders 
for the nomination. While the Senator denies 
any such ambition—as most men do—it is too 
much to believe that he does not have hopes. 

Unlike Jimmy Byrnes, Senator Douglas is 
generally catalogued in the Fair Deal camp 
politically’ and philosophically, though with ex- 
ceptions. 

His offense, so far a& the President is con- 
cerned, was his active part in the 1948 move- 
ment sponsored by ex-New Dealers and some 
labor groups to sidetrack Harry Truman and, 
instead, draft Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower- for 
the nomination. Mr. Truman does not forget 
easily. 

That he has not forgotten was indicated in 
a few words at a recent press conference. He 
was drawn out by an inquiry about am incident 
involving Senator Douglas. The latter, in a radio 
interview, again disclaimed any aspirations and 
said he was for President Truman if the Presi- 


i 


dent wanted to run again. But, if not, he is for 
General Eisenhower and, he added, he would 
be for the general’s nomination on both tickets, 
with each party then to select its own vice presi- 
dential .candidates. 

Asked about this, the President, with a canny ~ 
smile, merely shot back another question: With 
the Senator as vice presidential candidate? 

That was all—but it was enough, certainly 
sufficient to add zest to what will, indeed, be a 
scramble in 1952 if the President does not seek 
renomination, 

If this coolness develops into the size of a 
“feud,” it will seemingly be largely one-sided, 
though that side will have the weight of the 
White House. Senator Douglas is not the sort 
of fellow to get mad or carry on quarrels, being 
of a philosophical nature and inclined to amia- 
bility in his public manners. 

He is, too, a gentleman of some independence, 
with a tendency to go his own way. He is not 
the all-or-nothing Fair -Dealer, and is shrewd 
politically. 


While he has participated efférgetically 
-and effectively in fights to uphold Fair Deal 
views, particularly as affects attempted in- 
roads by what President Truman calls “the 
special interests,” he has, at the same time, 
manifested conservative streaks, as in his 
battle for economy and in. supporting the 
Federal Reserve Board’s position on credit 
control as opposed to that of Mr. Truman’s 
Secretary of Treasury, John Snyder. 


If President Truman withdraws, such inde- 
pendence might very well prove a virtue in the 
1952 convention. So might previous acknowl- 
edged attachment to General Eisenhower. If 
the general does not want to run for President, 
or prefers the Republican ticket, it would not be 


- a handicap to have been for such a popular fig- 


ure. In fact, there is a tendency in both parties 
to use the general at this stage as a sort of moor- 
ing mast, :

Along the highway between our farm and 
Covington I have seen a good oats crop made 
into hay this year because it was rained on sev- 
eral times. It was planted last fall in the 
drouth; it was hit hard at intervals during and 
by this past bitter winter; it weathered the 
drouth this spring and just at harvesting time 
it was rained on several times while it was lying 
in the windrow in the field. After all the work, 
the machinery investment, and the fertilizer, it 
turns out to be a hay crop. Small-grain farmers 
can’t take this sort of punishment every year. 

The answer to the problem is the front porch 
farming system where the farmer has deep- 
rooted perennials for’ his animals to graze each 
day of the year. And, if he gets any fescue seed, 
it is just that much additional profit. But so 
long as he keeps his mind on grazing and is not 
too worried about small grain or fescue seed, he 
is safe. For even during this past year, some 
farmers grazed continuously. We are among 
them.

People 
must handle the pig iron, the scrap iron, must prepare the fur- 
naces, must wateh them carefully. It. is people who tap the 
furnaces and direct the molten metal into the ladles and ingot 
forms. Steel is completely determined by men, not the other 
way around.” 


Mcilvreid nodded his head reflectively: “Biggest and most im- 
portant part of my job is to see that we maintain the same watch- 
ful care over people, workers, that we expend on steel.” 


“IF A MAN IN OUR MILL comes to me and asks if I can get 
a hospital reservation for his wife, who is expecting a baby, you 
might think that a small problem. To him and his wife, it’s an 
enormous problem. It’s the same deal with a worker who sees a 
promotion going to some other man, and feels that the promotion 
isn’t just. To him, that problem is overwhelming, because all of 
his ambitions, all of his dreams and all of his backlog of years of 
work are involved. Anything that affects the dignity of a man is 
far-reaching.” 

Mclilvreid’s problems extend beyond the plant. The Home- 
stead Works is an important part of the town built around it. 
For each steelworker, there are at least four in his immediate 
family. So these 14,000 men become 70,000 in a community, and 
to integrate them into the structure of a city often is difficult. 
The men and their families, representing U.S. Steel, pick up 
certain obligations as representatives of a giant corporation. De- 
spite the fact that the steel mills and the men who work in them 
pay the bulk of the town’s taxes, they can’t impose on that fact. 
Mcllvreid, in addition to his duties as adviser and father confessor, 
also must be the disciplinarian. 


“The union understands our problems,” he said. “Phil Murray, 
from my viewpoint, is a fine man and a good man, The men 
under him are good, often very wise. We have our differences 
of opinion and heated arguments, at times, but actually, I think 
they are more often right than we are.” 


WHEN MOLTEN STEEL passes through the various roaring 
processes that redyice it to ordered length and thickness, the steel 
strips, red hot, must be measured with calipers. The man who 
moves within arm’s reach of the appallingly hot steel is Jack 
Abbott. Wearing no face or eye shield, he applies the calipers, 
okays or rejects the product in the brief time it takes to roll past 
on the flaming assembly line. 


~~ “It's not kid’s work,” agreed the huge veteran of 43 years’ 
work. “If they’re not men, they don’t last long in this climate. 
Steel doesn’t tolerate boys being sent on men’s errands.” 


FROM NOW ON, when. I eve the skyline of New York, Ill 
view it in terms of such men as the 14,000 at Homestead, the other 
thousands who work at Jones and Laughlin. 

Adm. Ben Morreel of Jones and Laughlin is this sort of per- 
son. He was the one who conceived and delivered the World 
War II organization of Seabees; one of the greatest forces in the 
American military setup. They were crack construction battalions. 

And when I next think of the steel industry as an impersonal 
colossus, I’ll think of H. G. Mcllvreid at Homestead, who thinks 
only in terms of individuals and the dignity of each. 
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From Whence Comes Smell of Peace? 


WASHINGTON—It may be that Secretary of Defense George Marshall's visit to Tokyo and Korea 


has no political significance at all. This is the official line, and no official will budge from it. 


in connection with Secretary Marshall’s

trip, it is at least interesting that secret diplomatic negotia- 


tions looking to an end to the Korea War have certainly been seriously considered, and may already 
have been initiated. A little more than three weeks ago, this reporter described “a sort of smell in 
the air in official Washington,” which for the first time suggested that a truce in Korea was a 
serious possibility. The air has now cleared sufficiently so that it is possible to define more precieny 


the sources from which this odor emanated. 


One source was the very faint indications 
from the direction of the Kremlin that a reason- 
able settlement of the Korean War might be 
patched up. These indications were never strong 
enough to be described as “peace feelers.” But 
the first signs of a switch in the Kremlin’s policy 
are never much more obvious than a twitch of 
the eyebrows or a clearing of the throat. And 
because these signs were followed by a sudden 
inspired Communist campaign for a Korean truce, 
especially in the New York Daily Worker, they 
were taken entirely seriously by those best quali- 
fied to judge. 


A more important source of the “smell 
in the air” three weeks ago, however, was the 
simple fact that about that time the United 
States Government finally made up its vast 
collective mind on just what it wants in 
Korea. 


The National Security Council recommended, 
and the President approved, a policy paper call- 
ing for a cease fire no further south than the 
38th parallel, followed by a staged withdrawal 
of all foreign troops under the surveillance of 
the United Nations. The United States would 
refuse to discuss either the disposition of For- 
mosa or the admission of Communist China into 
the United Nations as a prelude to such a cease 
fire. 


This is what the American Government wants 
simply because it is pretty unanimously agreed 
in the Pentagon and the State department that 
this is the best the American Government can 
get, bar a genera] war. This is also, of course, 
what the British Government has wanted all 
along. The question remains how- both govern- 
ments are to get what is wanted. 


This vital question has been the subject of 
prolonged conversations between Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson and British Ambassador Sir 
Oliver Franks; more recently between Gen. 
Omar Bradley and the British military chiefs in 
London, :.nd between American and allied offi- 
cials at various levels. Acheson’s statements on 
Capitol Hill, outlining the terms which this gov- 
ernment would be prepared to accept, were of 
course carefully prepared in advance, and con- 
stituted in themselves an obvious “peace feeler.” 


But what happens next? The situation is ter- 
ribly complicated by the fact that the Soviets, 
whose intentions will determine the outcome, are 
not officially engaged in the Korean War. It is 
further complicated by the ancient Soviet tend- 
ency to interpret any overtures whatsoever as a 
sign of weakness. 

As far as can be determined, no final deci- 
sion on how to deal with this situation has been 
made. But what seems likely is an overt, offi- 


cial approach through the United Nations to the 
Chinese and North Koreans, probably coupled 
with some sort of secret, diplomatic approach 
to the Kremlin. A truce offer to the Chinese 
and North Koreans could come either in a report 
to the United Nations by President Truman, or 
in a declaration by the 16 nations with forces 
in Korea. 

The precedent for the direct, secret approach 


to the Soviets is found in the infinitely delicate, 
infinitely dangerous negotiations conducted by 
Dr. Philip Jessup, which led up to the end of 
the Berlin blockade (a great service for which 
Jessup was rewarded by being called a Come- 


.munist by the Congressional Neanderthal men). 


Something of the sort may already, in- 
deed, have been initiated. If so, it is quite 
properly wholly secret. And whether it has 
started or not, it must be said with all pos- 
sible emphasis that those who know, place 
the chances of a peaceful negotiated settle- 
ment of the Korean War at no better than 
even. 


The chances of peace is placed this high only 
because the Soviets must know that the United 


Nations forces cannot now be defeated in Korea, 
without direct Soviet participation, which would 
lead to world war. They must also know that 
if there is not a settlement quite soon, this coune 
try, to quote General Bradley, will undertake 
“other measures” to end the war, rather than 
accept an endless bloody stalemate. 


These “other measures” will confront the 
Soviets with the choice between abandoning 
their most important ally, or accepting the ex- 
treme probability of world war. Thus the final 
choice, as it has been from the beginning, rests 
with the Soviet sponsors of aggression. And 
thus the world, in the early summer of 1951, 
quivers on the knife edge between war and peace.

Cherished Anitques Restored 
By blind Craftsmen 


By SCARLETT BLANTON 


Almost every Atlanta woman who loves fine things has a 
few cherished pieces of antique furniture. Maybe they’re only as 


old as the front parlor of her childhood... 


and maybe they were 


brought over from England by her great-grandparents. However 
they came into her possession, though, she wants the very best of 


care for them. ; 

There is a workshop in At- 
lanta, that possibly has the an- 
swer to her restoring problem. 

The Atlanta Community Shop, 
a non-profit organization and a 
member of the Community 
Chest, has a group of skilled 
craftsmen who specialize in re- 
caning the bottoms and backs of 
antique chairs and furniture. 
This intricate work is practically 
a lost art, and The Community 
Shop is virtually the only place 
of its kind where 90% of its 
workers are totally blind. 

GARAGE WORKSHOP 

At 59 Ormond Street, S. E., 
the 29 handicapped workers, who 
also make brooms and mops, 
use an old garage with an up- 
stairs loft for their workshop. 
Frank Smith, manager, says that 


it takes a man about 6 months. 


to learn the craft of chair can- 
ing. Smith, who has been mana- 
ger of the shop for the past year, 
is, himself, almost totally blind. 

“You don’t know how satisfy- 
ing it is,” he said; “to use the 
30 years’ experience in clerical 
and office work I got before I 


lost my sight, in managing this 
shop.” 

The Community Shop gets its 
employees through the Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation Center, and 
the workers are paid on an 
hourly basis. They hope, says 
Mr. Smith, to be in a new work- 
shop within the next year. The 
New shop will afford more space 
in which to work, 


SIX LAYERS OF WEB 


According to Mr. Smith, the 
weaving on antique chairs en- 
tails not. two, but six layers of 
webbing,’ interwoven. The web- 
bing is made from caning fiber, 
which is bamboo or rattan, and 
the price of the chair is decided 
by the number of weaving holes 
in. the chair framework, at a 
rate of 10 cents the hole. 

Thus an ordinary medium- 
sized porch rooker would run 
from $5 to $6, and an antique 
chair higher, Mr. Smith adds 
that they also re-cane children’s 
antique rockers, and highchairs, 
these at approximately $5. The 
caning ordinarily lasts from 12 
to 15 years in constant use, he 
said.

One of the best solutions to 
all the problems of this wom- 
an is to sit down once each 
week and PLAN an entire 
week’s meals as well as the 
grocery list. The Friday 
morning newspaper food 
Pages and the food ads will 
be the most helpful way to 
plan balanced meals and buy 
what can be afforded. It is a 
very expensive way to shop to 
“run by the grocery on the 
way home.” By planning 
ahead, some things for the 
next day’s meals can be pre- 
pared the night before. In fact 
I have never been able to un- 
derstand how working home- 
makers, manage unless they 
PLAN meals ahead. 


I make a chart of the, week’s 
menus and hang them on the 
back of the cupboard door. I 
can get every dinner in 30 to 
45 minutes. I have everything 
on hand for the entire week 
and never have to stop at the 
store unless it is for bread or 
ice cream for dessert. One shelf 
of the cupboard is always 
stocked for emergency guests so 
even then it is seldom necessary 
to go to the store. 


Most families like meat and 
desserts but most families will 
just have to learn those are the 
expensive parts of the meal too. 
If it is imperative to stay on a 
budget then some meat alter- 
nates will have to be used and 
some of the very plain desserts 
will have to be served. 


A key to this reader’s prob- 
lem also lies in the fact that we 
do live in a land of plenty and 
we are not short of food. There 
is no reason for not having bal- 
anced meals and nutritious food. 
It may take more than we have 
given before but perhaps that 
is good. 

MEAL PATTERNS 


Adequate, nutrituous meals 
should follow these government 
meal patterns: 

Breakfast: Fruit or juice, 
cereal with milk, or an egg, toast 
or bread, butter, milk. 

Lunch or Supper: Meat, poul- 
try, fish, egg, cheese as a main 
dish or in a sandwich. A vege- 
table either raw or cooked, a 
fruit and bread and butter if not 
in a sandwich. Milk to drink 
for both adults and children. 

Dinner: 
egg, cheese as a main dish. Pota- 
toes plus one other green or 
yellow vegetable, salad, bread 
and butten\ dessert and bever- 
age.

We're really “having it good” in Georgia. 


We're hip-deep in prosperity and this is only the be- 


ginning. 

This is the impression one, re- 
ceives from the U. S. Department 
of Commerce's report on first 
quarter business in the State. 

Merrill C. Lofton; the Depart- 
ment’s regional director, released 
the report Monday, explaining 
that it represents & composite of 
data supplied by the departments 
of Commerce, Agficulture and La- 
bor, the Federal Reserve Bank, the 
Federal Power Commission, the 
Association of American Rail- 
roads, Dun and Bradstreet, the 
Southern Bell Telephone’ and 
Telegraph Company, the Southern 
Pine Association and other con- 
tributors. 


One exception is the number 
of new businesses incorporated 
in the State in the first quarter. 
The total number dropped 36 
percent. Some observers attrib- 
ute this decline to the structure 
of our new three percent sales 
tax law, which, in their view- 
point, discourages the establish- 
ment of new businesses here. 


But that was the only major fly 
in the ointment. For example, 
consider these impressive gains in 
the Department of Commerce's 
summar¥: 

Deposits’ in Federal Reserve 
member banks in the State were 
up nearly eight percent and loans 
advanced 26 percent. Debits in 
the same banks rose nearly 30 
percent, or four percent more than 
the Southeast as a whole. 

Retail trade in Atlanta, Augus- 
ta, Columbus, Macon and Savan- 
nah showed an increase of from 
26 to 45 percent, and department 
store trade in Atlanta, Augusta, 
Columbus, Macon and Savannah 
registered gains of from 17 to 37 
percent. 

Wholesale trade in the South 
Atlantic. region, which includes 
Georgia, was 34 pereent greater in 
the first quarter of this year than 
last. 

A very bright spot in the Geor- 
gia picture is a 32 percent rise in 
farm income. Lofton reported re- 
ceipts to farmers of the State to- 
taled $85,706,000 in the first quar- 
ter of 1951 as compared with $64,- 
775.000 in the first quarter of last 
year. 3

The estimated number of manu- 
facturing employees jumped near- 
ly 10 percent over last year. 

Electric energy produced for 
industrial and utility purposes 
was 34 percent greater at the 
end of March of this year than 
for the corresponding period last 
year, The total electric energy 
production for this year was 
1,700,000,000 kilowatt hours, 4 
new all-time record, as com- 
pared with 1,200,000,000 for last 
year.

What Are Stocks? 


The stock of a company represents the 
ownership of that company. If you own 
a share of stock in a company — let's call 
it the Typical Manufacturing Company 
— you own a piece of that company —a 
part of its plant, its production, a part of 
everything in that company. If the Typi- 
cal Company has 1,000 shares of stock 
and you own 10 shares, you own one 
hundredth of the company, or 1% of it. 

Some companies have only a few shares 
of stock and a few. owners, while others 
—the big corporations like U. S. Steel 
and General Motors — have millions of 
shares of stock and hundreds of thou- 
sands of stockholders or owners. 


Why Does Anyone Buy Stocks? 

For the same reason that anyone might 
want to own his own business or have @ 
stake in one: To make money. 

When Typical Company makes money, 
a part of its earnings will probably be 
plowed back into the business, and a part 
will be paid out as dividends to the own- 
ers or stockholders —so much for every 
share of stock. If you own 1% of the 
company, you get 1% of all dividends. 


How Big Are Dividends? 


_ That depends primarily, of course, on © 


what a company earns in any given yeas. 


Most companies try to pay dividends at 
a regular annual rate, such as $1 or $2 j 


or $5 on every share of stock. In good 
years, the regular rate may be increased 
or extra dividends declared; in bad years, 
dividends may be cut or eliminated. 

Of all the companies whose stocks are 
bought and sold on the New York Stock 
Exchange, about 90% paid dividends last 
year. Over the past several years, these 
companies have paid dividends that aver- 
aged about 6% of the price of their stock. 
Some years the average has been higher, 
and some years it has been less. Some com- 
panies pay more; some pay less. Some pay 
regularly (over a quarter of them have 
paid dividends for at least 20 consecutive 
years), and some pay irregularly. But on 
the average, if you bought a share of stock 
in each of the companies, you might ex- 
pect a return of 6% on your money. 

A company’s board of directors decides 
what dividends will be paid and when. 
These directors are your representatives. 
You and the other stockholders elect 
them, each for a definite term. Ordinarily, 
you get one vote for every share of stock 
you own. The directors are the real heads 
of a company. The president and other 
officers are responsible to the directors for 
their management of the company. 


What Other Securities 
Are There? 


So far, we've been talking about com- 
mon stocks. In addition, some companies 
have preferred stock, usually offered orig- 
inally at $100 a share. Generally, such 
stocks carry a set dividend rate, say of $4 
a year, and the owners are entitled to a 
first claim, after bondholders, on whatever 
assets may be left if the company should 
fail. Characteristically, prices of preferred 
stocks are not apt to fluctuate as much as 
common stocks. 

Then there are bonds, the most stable 
of all securities. Usually issued in $1,000 
units, bonds are a kind of promissory 
note. People who buy a company's bonds 
lend their money to that company, and 


‘the company agrees to pay them back 


at the maturity date. For the use of the 
money, the company sets a rate of interest, 
say 3% per year. 

Unlike stockholders, bondholders are 
mot part owners of the company. They 
are creditors of the company, and ia the 
event of a company’s failure, the debt thee 
it owes its bondholders must be satisfied 
before any of its remaining assets can be 
divided among the esnccencidens, prefesred 
or common. 

In addition to corporate bonds, there 
are state, city, and government bonds 
On state and city bonds, the revenue from 
taxes is frequently pledged as security foe 
repayment. Back of U. §. Government 
bonds—the highest-grade investment 
there is — lies the integrity of the nation. 


What Are Stocks Worth? 

The price of a, stock, like the price of 
food or clothing, depends on how much 
other buyers are willing to pay for it, 
how cheaply those who own it are willing 
to sell. When a company first offers or 

“floats” its stock so that it can raise the 
money it needs to begin operations, a spe- 
cific price is set on that stock. But once 
the company has sold its stock to the pub- 
lic, the price of that stock from then on 


ds not fixed or pegzed by anybody! Not 
by the company. Not by any stock ex- 
change. It is bought and sold — “traded” 
on the market — at whatever price buyeg 
and seller agree on.

lowest price recorded for Typical Manu- 
facturing .in the preceding year or the 
current year to date; such figures usually 
appear just before the name of the stock. 

Day-to-day price fluctuations may be 
of interest to the investor, but there is 
such a thing as letting them become aa 
item of too great concern. No investor 
should ever let his long-term evaluation 
of a stock be affected by fractional price 
fluctuations. These, after all, are only mat- 
ters of moment to the speculatos. 


What Is Speculation? 


Just how does a speculator differ from 
an investor? 

A speculator is a man whe buys se- 
curities, expecting the price to rise so 
that he will make a profit on his pur- 
chase, usually in a short period of time 
Or he may sell securities expecting the 
price to drop. The important point is that 
he doesn't buy securities as investments 
~—for the sake of dividends. 

The speculator performs a valuable 
service in the stock market because he 
is willing to take risks—and risk, the 
risk of a sudden price change, is an in- 
evitable part of any free market, whether 
it be a market for securities or foodstuffs 
or any other commodity. 


Suppose you own stock in Typical — 


Manufacturing, and suppose you want to 
sell that stock because you think the earn- 
ings outlook is bad. You might not be 
able to sell at anything like a fair price 


if it were not for a speculator and hie} 


willingness to assume the risk that you 
want to dispose of. 

But no one should speculate wnlese 
he can afford to take risks. We've said

' When Should You Buy or 
%< Sell Stocks? 


What people are willing to pay fora _ 


particular stock is largely determined by 
one factor — earnings. That includes what 
the company bas earned (its past record), 
what it #s earning (its present state of 
health), and what it migh# earn (its pros» 
pects for the future). 

So you see, selecting a stock is a matter 
of knowledge and judgment. You should 
know the answers to such questions as 
these: How aggressive is the company? 
How good is its management? How pop-~ 
ular are its products? , 

Then you have to look outside the 
company and consider the whole industry 
in which it operates. Is its future bright? 
(The buggy industry once offered many 


* good investments.) And what about com- 


petitors? Are they ia berver shape thaa 
your company? 

Finally, you have to nttie general 
business factors. For instance, will rising 
costs of labor and raw materials pinch 
your company? 

These are just some of the factors the 


_ intelligent investor wants to consider so 


that he can form a reliable opinion of 
what his stock is likely to be worth — 
Jomorrow. 

Investment values constantly change. 
That's why this firm has always urged 
stockholders to “Investigate — then In- 
vest’, and to keep on investigating. 


Why Do Stock Prices Change? 4 

The price of a security at any given 
time is nothing more than the collective 
expression of all the opinions of all the 
people who are then buying or selling it 
— their opinions about the value of the 
security. 

If a number of people conclude at 
about the same time that a particular stock 
is overpriced, they may decide to sell it, 
and the price will probably fall. Or they 
may think it is selling at bargain prices 
and decide to buy it. Their combined 
orders may cause the price to rise. 

That's why stock prices sometimes fluc- 
tuate sharply. Instead of changing by an 
eighth or a quarter of a poigt~which 
means an eighth or a quarter of a dollar 
— the price may change by several dol- 
lars, either up or down, in a shore time. 


What Are Bull and_Bear 
Markets? 


Sometimes a great many people will 
decide more or ‘tess at the same time that 
it is a good idea to buy stocks. Such gen- 
eral buying action raises the average price 
of all stocks. If the price rise is big enough 
and lasts long enough, we have what is 
called a bull market. 

A bear market is just the opposite. The 
average price of all stocks drops because 
of widespread selling. To be bullish or 
bearish simply means to believe that 
stocks will go up or down. 

Incidentally, it is a simple business to 
keep track of whether the market as a 
whole is moving up or down, because al- 
most every major newspaper publishes 
daily the average price of some group of 
key stocks and reports whether that av- 
efage is moving up or down. The Dow 
Jones Averages are the best known of 
these indexes. 

No one who owns stocks, however, bs 
ever as interested in what the market as a 
whole is doing as he is in what is happen- 
ing to the price of the stocks he owns or 
those he may be considering buying. This 
too, Ke can usually keep close check on, 
because most major newspapers publish 
detailed price information every day on 
the most popular stocks — principally 
those listed on the New York 
Exchange. 

These stock tables are not nearly as for- 
bidding as they look. Here is the way the 
record might look on a given dey for 
Typical Manufacturing Co., listed alphe 
betically, under column headings thes are 
almose self-explanatory:

Reading from left to right, this shows 
that Typical Manufacturing is currently 
paying a $2 annual dividend on each 
share of stock, that 2900 shares of the 
stock were bought and sold during, the 
day in question. You can tell that the first 
sale of the day was at 25% (or $25.25) 
a share, that the highest price for the day 
was 25%, the lowest was 25, and the 
last sale for the day was at 2514, half a 
point or 50¢ a share above the last sale 
of the preceding day. In addition, some 


Of course, every stock buyer naturally 
wants to buy as low as he can and sell 
as high as he can. That's why we main- 
tain a close, continuous study of market 
conditions at all times and make our find- 
ings available to the investing public. 

Deciding when to buy or sell is often 
fust as important as deciding what to buy 
or sell.

W hat Is the Stock Exchange? 


The securities of more than 1,200 
major companies are “listed” on the New 
York Stock Exchange, which means that 
they have been accepted for trading there. 

All buying and selling on the Ex- 
change is done between the hours of 
10 A.M. and 3 P.M., New York time, 
Monday through Friday, and 10 A.M. 
to noon on Saturdays except in the 
summer. 

The Stock Exchange is located on the 
corner of Wall and Broad Streets in New 
York City, and the trading flooris an 
area about two-thirds the size of a foot- 
ball field. Functionally, the Exchange is a 
voluntary organization, 159 years old, 
that consists now of 1,375 members who 
have bought memberships (commonly 
called “seats” ) on the Exchange. 

Most of these members represent 
brokerage firms whose primary business 
is carrying out the orders of other people, 
the public generally, for the purchase or 
sale of securities. They are paid standard 
commissions for executing these orders 
for their customers. To provide service 
for investors throughout the tountry, 
these firms maintain many offices. As of 
Jan. 1, 1951, 620 member firms of the 
Stock Exchange operated 1,635 offices in 
387 cities. This firm alone has 100 offices 
in 97 cities. 

Only member brokers can execute or- 
ders to buy or sell securities listed on the 
Exchange. If you give an order to some- 
one who is hot part of a New York 
Stock Exchange broker's organization, 
that order must ultimately be turned over 
to a member broker. In such circumstance, 
you may be charged a small commission 
or service fee over and above the regular 
commission to the member broker. 

In addition to the New York Stock Ex- 
change or “Big Board” there are more 
than a dozen other exchanges, such as the 
New York Curb Exchange and the Mid- 
West Stock Exchange on which securi- 
ties are traded 

Still other stocks and bonds aren't 
listed on any exchange. These unlisted 
securities are bought and sold in private 
transactions; not only by many brokers 
who are members of the New York Stock 
Exchange, but also by thousands of local 
security dealers. This is called the “over- 
the-counter” market. 


Who May Buy Stocks and 
Bonds? 


Anybody — or perhaps we should say 
any honest and responsible citizen. For 
their own protection, brokers have to be 
sure about the responsibility of their cus- 
tomers because they accept oral orders to 
buy or sell. You'll find # a relatively 
simple matter to establish your reliability 
with a broker and to open an account 

Many potential investors haven't 
bought stocks and bonds simply because 
they don’t know how to go about it. Some 
may have hesitated simply because they 
don't know a broker. They may even have 
thought of him as a somewhat unap- 
proacirable individual. He isn’t. You can 
walk into any brokerage office in America 
without asking leave. 

Finally, a lot of people probably have 
the idea that brokers only do business 
with people who invest thousands or tens 
of thousands of dollars at a time. Well, 
in our 100 offices we're proud to do busi- 
ness with people who talk in hundreds 
of dollars as well as people who deal in 
four and five figures. On a recent check,

How to Buy and Sell Securities 


There's nothing complicated about 
buying or selling stocks. It’s as easy as 
making a phone call. As a matter of fact, 
that's the way most of our customers 
handle their business with us — by phone. 

Let's assume that you've already opened 
an account with us. (In the main, that's 
just a matter of establishing your credit 
so that we will be able to accept phone 
orders from you.) As a customer, you will 
deal regularly with one of our account 
executives, always the same one.

the man who handles all your busi- 
nese,.and he is registered with the New 
York Stock Exchange. That means he has 
qualified as a man of good character and 
has passed an examination on the opera- 
tion of the securities business. 
How Do You Get a Price 

Quotation? 

Now let's suppose you want to buy 100 
shares of Typical Manufacturing Co. You 
could drop by the office and place your 
order in person — which you might weil 
do if you wanted to talk with Ross and 


, get information from him about Typical. 


Or you could write Ross and place your 
order by mail. Or, as is most likely, you 
could phone. Once you get Ross on the 
line, your first question is likely to ‘be, 
“What's Typical selling at now?” 

Ross might be able to answer that by 
a quick look at the “quote board” in the 
front of the office. The quote board shows 
the latest prices for many of the most 
popular stocks. In some of our offices, 
where Teleregister service is available, 
the board is electrically operated, and 


. every price change is automatically re- 


corded for each of 200 or so different 


' stocks. The high and low prices for the 


day and the closing price for the preced- 
ing day are also shown. In the rest of our 


offices, the prices are chalked up on the 


quote board as they come through on the 
ticker tape, which reports transactions 
made on the Stock Exchange. 

On the quote boards, the ticker tape, 
and the Translux (where the tape is pro- 
jected on a movie screen) all stocks are 
referred to by initials or combinations 
of letters, such as C for Chrysler Corp., 
CP for Canadian Pacific, and CGW for 
Chicago Great Western. 

If Typical Manufacturing isn’t shown 
on the quote board, Ross will offer to 
get the price for you and phone you back. 
He can do this easily, because Merrill 
Lynch has 50,000 miles of private tele- 
type and telephone wires, connecting 
direct’to our New York headquarters. 
How Do You Place an Order? 

In a few minutes Ross calls to say that 
Typical is quoted at 25 bid, 251% asked. 
By that he means that $25 a share is the 
highest price that anyone is then willing 
to pay and that $25.25 is the lowest price 
at which anyone is willing to sell Typical. 

“Shall I place your order at the mar- 


* ket?” he asks. A market order is one for 


immediate execution at the best price 
that prevails when the order reaches the 
floor of the Exchange, regardless of how 
the price may have changed — up or 
down a fraction of a point, sometimes 
more — between the.time you place the 
order and the time it can be filled. 
Market orders are by all odds the most 
common, but you may also place a /ims 
order, instructing us to buy Typical only 
if it is available at 2414 within any period 
of time you specify. If 100 shares of Typi- 
cal are offered at 2414 within that time, 
we will execute your limit order for you, 
provided the supply of stock at that price 
isn't exhausted by other orders that may 
have been placed ahead of yours. Limit 
orders can also be used in selling stocks, 
» Sometimes they mean lost opportunity, 


i because decisions to buy or sell a stock 


that turns simply on the hope of getting 
a fractionally better price are often ill- 
advised for investors. 


‘ How Are Orders Executed? 


Suppose you give Ross a market order 
for 100 shares of Typical. That order is 
immediately transmitted to our New York 
headquarters and phoned direct to a 
Merrill Lynch booth on the floor of the 
Exchange. There one of our floor brokers 
goes to the trading post at which Typical 
is bought or sold. There are 18 such posts 
on the floor of the Exchange, and at each 
of them approximately 80 stocks are 
waded. af 


At the trading post, our broker asks 
for the prevailing market price. Brokers 
with orders to buy or sell Typical Manu- 
facturing make their bids or offers in an 
audible voice. Secret transactions are not 
permitted. 

Our floor broker will not seveal 
whether he wants to buy or sell when he 
asks for price information, for he will 


hope to get a better price by bargaining. 


“For instance, one broker may offer to sell 


at 2514 and another will announce his 
willingness to buy at 2544. Our man may 
then say he is willing to pay 25% and 
conclude a purchase at that pone with 
some other broker. 

Once your order is executed, a repote | 
of the transaction is phoned back from 
our Exchange booth to our office and 
Ross is advised by wire. He will then 
phone you and tell you the exact price 
paid for your stock. The whole operation 
will have taken only a matter of minutes, 


How Big Must an Order Be? 

In this example we've assumed that you 
ordered 100 shares because most stocks 
on the Exchange are traded only in 100- 
share units or “round lots.” But you can 
buy in smaller units if you like — 5 or 10 
or 25 shares, any number from 1 to 99. 
These are called “odd lots.” 

If you give a broker a market order for 
10 shares of Typical, he must buy that 
stock from an odd lot dealer, who per- 
forms a kind of wholesaling function on 
the Exchange by breaking round lots of 
securities up into smaller packages. Such 
odd lot dealers do business only with 
other brokers on the Stock Exchange 
floor, not with the public. For rendering 
their “wholesale” service, odd lot dealers 
charge one-eighth of a point, or 12)4¢ 
en every share of stock that they buy oe 


Apart from that extra eighth, you 
wouldn’t have to pay any more per share 
on a 10-share order than you would on 
100 shares, because the price at which 
your odd lot order is executed is always 
the same as that which prevails on the 
next round lot sale of that security on the 
Exchange. 

Suppose Typieal Manufacturing sells 
at 25 on the next round lot transaction 
after our broker places your \|0-share 
order with the odd lot dealer. Your stock 
then costs you 251% per share — 25 for 
the stock plus Vth to cover the odd loe 
cost. If you were selling Typical instead of 
buying at that time you would get only 
24% — the round lot price of 25 less 
Yeth to cover the odd lot cost. 


What Does It Cost to Buy and 
Sell Stocks? 


Reasonable commissions are charged 
on all Stock Exchange transactions, and 
all member firms charge exactly the same 
standard scale of rates. These rates vary 
with the size of the order and are a little 
less proportionately on big orders than 
on small ones. Thus, the commission on 
100 shares of Typical at 25 would amount 
to 0.9% of the purchase price while on 
10 shares it would be 2.4%. Currently, 
the average commission on all Stock Ex- 
change transactions is less than 1%. 

As soon as we complete a purchase for 
you, we send you a bill, which shows ex- 
actly what you bought, what price was 
paid, what commission is due, what post- 
age or tax, if any, is incurred, and what 
total amount is due. We do not make 
any charge for special services, such as 
research or information or carrying an 
inactive account or safe-keeping of se- 
curities, etc. 

After you pay the bill you can obtain 
the stock certificate which shows that so 
many shares of Typical Manufacturing - 
Co. have been registered in your name 
and that you are entitled to all rights, 
privileges, and dividends due stockhold- 
ers in that company. But like an increas- 
ing number of our customers, you may 
find it more convenient to leave the cer- 
tificate in safe-keeping with us at no 
charge. That way you are protected against 
losing the certificate, and it is right here 
whenever the time comes that you want to 
sell the stock.
